Editorial Observation 
Cruel Treatment 
Should Be Ended

I heard a terrible story recently on television during 
a newscast, about an Indian m an in Nevada. At age 18 
he had gone on a drunken spree and while shooting a 
gun had struck and killed a woman. 
For this crime, the man had been given a life sen­ 
tence in a Nevada pentitentery. The sentence for his 
crime does not seem unjust. 
What did become a sin, that all people of Nevada 
must assum e responsibility, is what happened to the 
man while in custody. 
He was considered mild enough until he attempted 
escape on two different occasions. For this he was 
committed to solitary confinement for 14 years. If he 
was uncontrolably rebellious even this might be con­ 
sidered by some to be a just reprimand. However, he 
was fed no food that could not be eaten with his hands 
and he was allowed no clothing while in the 7x7 cell. 
Most of the time, the reporter said, the man was kept in 
total darkness. 
He was eventually taken from the cell and delivered 
to a hospital where someone performed a labotomy on 
him (the removal of part of his brain). This was sup­ 
posed to calm him down, but during his constant 
confinement, he beat his head against the wall, and it’s 
assumed this caused his blindness. 
The news reporter said that the m an has been 
released. With no sight, part of his brain removed, no 
trade and nothing to go home to, this man is now put out 
on society. 
Where will he go and what will he do? 
During an interview with a news reporter, the man had 
difficulty speaking and was at times inaudible. 
Crime should be punished, but the degradation of any 
human being to that of an animal and the removal of 
part of his brain is cruel, inhuman and midieval. 
Some people have been demanding prison reform for 
many years. Maybe this is one of the reasons.

Brennan Lauds McKinney Center 


Labor Secretary Says Job Corps Is Meaningful Program

A walking tour Wednesday 
through the McKinney Job 
Corps Center for 
Women 
drew 
p raise 
from 
U.S. 
Secretary of Labor Peter J. 
Brennan 
for 
personnel, 
participants 
and 
surroun­ 
ding communities. 
Known as the traveling 
cabinet m e m b er for his 
penchant for visiting as 
many 
cities 
as 
possible, 
Brennan noted that the job 
corps 
is 
a 
“ g re a t 
in­ 
strument to help those who 
want to be helped.’’ Brennan 
was in the north Texas area 
to visit the regional office of 
the Department of Labor 
and made a special trip to 
McKinney to visit the center. 
“ I personally like the Job 
Corps program because it 
takes care of young people 
who need help the m ost,’’ he 
said. “ It instills dignity and 


selfresp ect 
in 
the 
p a r ­ 
ticipants and trains needed 
personnel for the vocational 
trades—where 
the 
money 
and happ in ess a re . 
Too 
many people, particularly 
those in Washington, have 
been educated beyond their 
intelligence,” he added. 
“The job corps is 
not 
merely a training program — 
it 
is* a 
M EA N IN G FU L 
p ro g ram which 
actu ally 
finds jobs for participants," 
Brennan pointed out. “The 
President is also aware of 
the value of the program. He 
is opposed to those programs 
which 
waste 
money 
and 
tim e. 
Some 
p ro g ra m s 
produce perpetual trainees, 
but the job corps works to 
place its students," he in­ 
sisted. 
Founded in March of 1967, 
the McKinney center has 
placed m o re than 
5,000 
train ee s 
in 
productive 
employment, according to 
D irector G eorge K adera. 
The program participants, 
all women ranging in age 
from 
16 to 
21, 
learn 
a 
marketable skill by doing. 
The 
women, all of them 
from lower income levels 
and many of them from 


broken hom es, are also 
tau g h t to m a n ag e their 
personal lives, and ladylike 
behavior 
is 
stre ssed 
throughout the program. 
The women select a career 
from their major interest in 
culinary arts, health and 
n u r s in g , 
c o s m e to lo g y , 
reta ilin g 
or 
office 
o c­ 
cupations, he said. Trainees 
have more than 25 different 
jobs to select from. Most 
corpswomen are able to take 
a job after nine or IO months 
of training. 
Housed in dormatories in a 
former hospital, the women 
learn how to live with others 
in a democratic society and 
a s s u m e 
r e s p o n s i b ilit y , 
Kadera said. The trainees 
also receive dental an d 
medical care to help them 
become physically fit and 
they receive instruction in 
personal 
hygiene 
and 
physical conditioning. 
After 
lunching 
with 
several of the trainees and 
viewing 
sev eral 
typical 
classes, 
Brennan said he 
thought the center is well run 
and noted that most of the 
students seem 
very happy 
with the program. 
“ Money is important,” he 


said, 
“ but 
i f s 
not 
everything. The c e n te r ’s 
success is a tribute to the 
community that gives its 
time 
and 
energy 
to 
the 
program. These girls need 
help to get a start and then 
they will take off on their 
own. They know they will 
have a meaningful job at the 
end of the line.” 
To m a rk his 
visit 
to 
M cKinney, B rennan was 
made an honorary citizen by 
Mayor Al Rauschapt at a 
reception sponsored by the 
c e n t e r ’s 
C o m m u n i t y 
Relations Council. 
The 13th S e cre tary of 
Labor, Brennan was sworn 
into office on Feb. 2 1973. He 
is a long-time trade unionist 
and at the time of his ap­ 
pointment was president of 
the New York City and New 
York 
State 
Building 
and 
C o n s t r u c t i o n 
T r a d e s 
Councils. He also served as 
vice president of the New 
York State AFL-CIO and 
played an active role in 
efforts to bring 
minority 
group w orkers 
into 
a p ­ 
prenticeship 
programs of 
the 
building 
and 
c o n ­ 
struction tra d e s in New 
York. 


He h as continued this 
interest in the minorities as 
I^abor Secretary. He said 
the departm ent is leading 
the way for business and 
industry 
by 
em ploying 
m in o rities, 
p artic u la rly 
wom en, 
in 
responsible 
positions. 
“ Females should be able 
to train for any job they 
would like to try," he said. 


“We are beginning a pilot 
p ro g ra m in six selected 
cities to recruit women for 
training in the construction 
industry. We’ve made great 
strides for women, but we 
have a long way to go. 
“ Our 
d ep a rtm e n t 
is 
d ed ica ted 
to 
p eo p le,” 
Brennan said. “Our business 
is with people not material 
things."

OMAHA BEACH,

T hirty y ea rs a fte r their 
longest day, Allied w ar 
veterans led by five star 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 81, 
retu rn ed 
to 
the 
D-Day 
beaches of Normandy today 
and paid tribute to their 
fallen comrades. 
At Bayeux, American old 
soldiers were joined by a 
French delegation led by 
A rm ed 
F o rces 
M inister 
Jacques Soufflet and walked 
in solemn procession to the 
Memorial of the Liberation 
to lay wreaths. 
At Omaha beach, where 
A m erican troops landed, 
there was a religious service 
at the U.S. cemetery and 
another wreath-laying at the 
National Guard monument 
which was specially erected 
for the 25th D-Day a n ­ 
n i v e r s a r y . 
F u r t h e r 
ceremonies took place at 
Point du Hoc, where the 
Rangers stormed ashore and 
climbed an impossible cliff. 
The 90th Division was hon­ 
ored at Carentan and Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor’s airborne 


troops at St. Mere l’Eglise, 
where a private first class 
once 
dangled 
by 
his 
parachute from the church 
steeple and watched hand-to- 
hand fighting go on in the 
square below. 
A total of 130,000 men 
landed on the Normandy 
beaches June 6, 1944. Of 
those 9,000 died. 
It was history’s biggest 
se ab o rn e operation, c o m ­ 
manded by the then General 
of 
the Army 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower, and proved the 
beginning of the end for 
Adolf 
H itler, 
funnelling 
eventually onto the shores of 
France a body of human 
beings

Largest In History 
A m erican, B ritish, and 
C anadian v ete ra n s ca m e 
back today to such forgotten 
places as Omaha and Utah 
beaches, 
w here

splashed ashore June 6, 1944 
in 
the 
la rg e st 
m ilita ry 
operation in history. 
In the fortress of their 
memories, it was 30 years 
ago, when in the pre-dawn 
darkness arm ies under the 
supreme command of the 
late Dwight D. Eisenhower 
hit the fortified beaches in 
Operation Overlord. 
Farm er Jean Le Gallois, 
70, lived through it all in the 
little rural community of 
Saint Laurent-sur-Mer.

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The federal 
governm ent 
m ay 
have 
quietly 
gone 
bankrupt this week 
“ It’s only a technicality," 
said 
a 
Treasury 
official. 
“ Actually, we can hold on for 
about two weeks, but it gets 
hairy." 
The 
U.S. 
T reasu ry 
probably reached the legal 
debt ceiling of $475.7 billion 
last Saturday and depleted 
its cash balance Wednesday. 
No one knows officially yet 
because the governm ent 
reports what it has spent 
about six days after the 
money 
is 
gone. 
But 
the 
Treasury Department said 
Wednesday 
the debt 
had 
risen to $475.6 billion and 
cash on hand had shrunk to 
$7.5 billion last Friday. 


When the debt ceiling, im ­ 
posed 
by 
C ongress, 
is 
rea ch ed the go v ern m en t 
c a n ’t 
borrow any 
m ore 
money. 
But no one expects it to go 
out 
of 
business. 
The 
Strategic Air Command will 
stay on guard, the Secret 
S erv ice will p rotect the 
P resid en t, 
m e m b e rs 
of 
Congress will drone on in 
floor debate and the Agricul­ 
ture Department will issue 
pecan reports. 
If the federal government 
has 
gone 
te m p o ra rily 
bankrupt, a series of steps 
will be taken by Treasury 
Secretary William E. Simon. 
These will include orders to 
halt sales of Series E and H 
sav in g s bonds, T re a s u ry 
bills and other securities.

she completed the project 
which won her awards at 
high school 
and 
regional 
science fairs. 
Research for the six-week 
project which was climaxed 
by her first place award at 
the Grapevine High School 
Science Fair and the second 
place prize plus a special Air 
Force award in the Fort 
Worth Regional Science Fair 
in 
the 9-12 grade com ­ 
petition, was done at The 
U niversity 
of Texas 
at 
Dallas under supervision of 
Dr. 
Richard 
G. 
Cutler, 
microbiologist 
and 
geron­ 
tologist. 
Her project 
was 
titled 
“ Can Fluoride in Drinking 
Water Cause Obesity?" and 
her research involved 60 one- 
month old mice over a 42-day 
period. 
The 
project 
was 
the 
outgrowth of an appreciable 
weight gain by Kimberly and 
her sister Jam ie last sum­ 
mer while visiting around 
the 
country.

At the university, the mice 
were housed in Dr. Cutler’s 
“ mouse hotel" on top of the 
Founders Building, with 
constant controlled tem ­ 
perature, 
humidity 
and 
ventilation,

surroundings. 
The mice were given a 
normal diet of Purina Mouse 
Chow, 
supplemented 
with 
water divided 
into 
five 
groupings, including Dallas 


tap 
water 
and 
deionized 
water containing 
varying 
amounts of sodium fluoride. 
The weight of each mouse 
was recorded to the nearest 
o.l gram each week, and the 
results plotted on a weekly 
spread graph. A final bar 
graph was made showing the 
mean percentage weight 
change. 
She 
found 
that 
fluorides added to water in 
concentration 
levels a c ­ 
cepted by the U.S. Public 
Health 
Service 
cause 
increased 
weight 
gain; 
fluorides added to water in 
concentrations slightly 
above the health service’s 
allowable level, or intake of 
large 
quantities 
of 
fluorideated water at ac­ 
cepted concentration, cause 
a marked weight gain; and 
fluorides added to water in 
excessive concentrations 
cause a weight loss and 
inhibit proper growth and 
development. 
Her experiment completed 
and prizes won. Kimberly 
noted the need for additional 
studies in two stages: “ one, 
until these mice reach their 
full maturity and then re­ 
evaluate my data; and two, 
until such time as adequate 
data on the total life span of 
the five groups is available." 
These studies are being done 
now by Dr. butler and his 
graduate student assistants. 
"After doing this study, I 
feel my parents are justified 
in their beliefs and I can 
understand their concern for 
my 
h ealth," 
Kim berly 
concluded.

For Maj. Gen. Maxwell D. 
Taylor, D-Day began as he 
stood in a damp Normandy 
pasture, staring at and being 
stared at in return by French 
cows. 
“ I jumped with a stick of 
about ll men but I fell into 
one field,” Taylor recalled in 
a recent interview. It was I 
am ., 
June 
6, 
1944, 
and 
Taylor and his men were the 
start of the massive allied D- 
Day invasion. 
Taylor was commander of 
the 101st Airborne Division. 
He had jumped with his men 
and ended up in a typical 
Normandy field, divided 
from 
all 
the 
neighboring 
fields by high hedges. 
‘‘There was a group of 
cows in the field munching 
their cuds and 
obviously 
wondering who this guy was. 
I presented a very un­ 
dignified picture. 
“ You 
had 
to 
buckle 
yourself real 
tightly 
into 
those old parachutes. When I 
landed, I couldn’t get the 
snaps unbuckled. I pulled 
my knife out of my boots. I 
had my pistol in one hand, 
my cricket in the other, so 
I ’d put the pistol down and 
picked it up and put it down 
again as I tried to cut myself 
out of the chute.”

The 
cricket 
was

Taylor’s innovations. During 
paratroop drops in Sicily his 
men had been badly scat­ 
tered. He anticipated that 
the dispersion amid the 
Normandy hedgerows would 
create havoc, and he wanted 
his troops to have a distinc­ 
tive noisemaker to identify 
themselves. An aide came 
up with a simple children’s 
toy, a metal cricket. 
“ To this day 
the old 
veterans will come up to me 
and go pop, pop in my ear 
with their crickets,” Taylor 
said. “ They still have them.

Although Taylor was a

Taylor, commander of the 
Am erican 101st Airborne 
Division on D-Day, came 
down for the Russians. 
“ Stalingrad 
certainly 
turned the tide,’ he said. 
It 
made things enormously 
easier for us.” 
In 
that 
epic 
battle 
of 
Decem ber 
1941-January 
1942, 
Nazi 
Germany 
lost 
240,000 men. By comparison. 
in all of World War II 290,000 
Americans died in action. 


The paratroopers were 
elite volunteers. The Nor­ 
mandy 
experience 
gave 
them added confidence. “ My 
lads 
were 
swaggering. 
‘Those krauts are nothing,’ 
they’d say. They were ready 
to take on all comers — 
especially I regret to say, the 
MPS from other units who 
didn’t 
wear 
paratroop 
boots.” 
The 
men

101st 
Airborne had donned war­ 
paint and sported outlandish 
haircuts, presum ably 
to 
impress the enemy they soon 
would meet. Eisenhower 
came to visit the men on the 
eve 
of

remarked to Taylor

they might not scare the 
Germ ans, but they sure 
frightened Ike. 
“ I never had to worry 
about getting them to go 
forward, my task was to 
keep up with them. When

River Valley” during his 
school days, thinks he may 
be the most prolific writer of

Red River Dave said. 
He was born 59 years ago, 
“just a rifle shot from the 
Alamo,” as Dave McEnery 
but has adopted Red River 
as part of his legal name. 
Writes Commentary Tunes 
Since he pioneered

singing cowboy radio show 
in San Antonio in 1932, Dave 
has become known over tne

But San Diego probably 
will abandon that precedent 
and send Almon to a farm 
club for experience. The 
Padres have been after 
Almon since they drafted 
him out cr high school and 
the college junior indicated 
he would sign with San Diego 
as long as the money offer is 
right. 
Asked what constitutes the 
right price, Almon said, “I
